Hereas the Major part of the laſt Parlament 
(judging that theit fitting any longer, as then 
conſtituted, would not be for the good of this Com- 
mon- wealth) did difloly the ſame, and by a writing 
under their hands, dated the tweltth day of this inſtant 
December, reſigned unto Met their Powers and Antho- 
rities; And whereas it was neceſſary thereupon, That 
ſom ſpeedie courl ſhould bee taken for the ſettlement 
of theſe Nations upon ſuch a Baſis and Foundation, 
as, by the bleſsing of God, might bee laſting, ſecure 
Property, and anſwer thoſe great Ends of Religion 
and Liberty, ſo long contended for; And upon full 
and mature Conſideration had of the Form of Go- 
vernment hereunto annexed, being ſatis fied that the 
ſame, through Divine Aſsiſtance, may anſwer the Ends 
afore· mentioned; And having alſo been deſired, and 
adviſed; as well by ſeveral perſons of Intęteſt and Fi- 
delity in this Commonwealth, as the Officers of the

| lingham and Saxtead, and divers Lands, Tene⸗ 

ments and Hereditaments with the Appurtenances , lying and 
being in Framlingham and Saxtead in the Countp of Suffolk, 
which were by his direction conveped and aſſured unto Richard 
k-eble, one of the Lozvzs Commiſſioners fo: the Gzeat Dcal 
of England, and to Francis Bacon, Eſquire, and James River, 
William Buts, and Robert Buts, Gentlemen, and their heirs, who 
were perſons onely truſted by Dir Robert Hiccham. And where- 
as aftcrwards, viz. the eighth of Auguſt 1635, the ſaid Sir Ro- 
bert Hitcham made his laſt Will and Teſtament in Waiiting, 
And thereby did, amongſt other things, Mul, Limit and Ap- 
point, That as touching the ſaid Caſfle and Panoꝛs of Fram⸗

He common and notorious fins ſo boldly and impenitently 
praiſed amongſt us, notwithſtanding all our Deliverances 
and Mercies, together with the preſent Rod of an Exceeding 
and an Univerſal Drought, which hath layen upon us for 
ſom years, and ſtill continue's and increaſeth upon us, threatning Fa- 
mine and Mortality, are no leſs than the Voice of God, calling aloud 
in our ears to Faſting, and Mourning, and great Abaſement of Soul 
before him. 

Andalthough the General End and Intendment of inviting toa day 
of Faſt, bee, that all of every Condition and Quality whatever, do 
try and examine their heart and way more eſpecially, according to 
their own Light, and in the uſe of ſuch Helps and Means as the Lord 
in His — and ſhall afford to each one, before and upon the ſaid 
o of Meeting; yet finding ſom thoughts ſet ſeriouſly upon our Heart, 

ee judged it not amiſs to recommend the ſame to Chriſtian Conſi- 
deration, not to impoſe them upon any, or to confine any within the 
compaſs thereof; but leaving every man free to the Grace of God, and 
to the work of his Spirit, who worketh all things in the Hearts of the 
Sons of Men, according to the Counſel and Good Pleafure of His 
own Will, 

It cannot bee denied but that God hath vouchſafed to appear very 
much in working the Deliverance of the Nation from their bondage 
and thraldom, both Spiritual and Civil, and procuring for them a juſt 
Liberty by his own People. 

Do wee now walk worthy of our high Calling in humblencſs and 
lowlineſs of minde, holding forth the Virtues of Chriſt in time of 
Peace, which was our ſtrength, by the efficacy of which all our great 
things were accompliſhed in time of War?

Do we own one another more for the grace of God, and for the Spi- 
ritual Regeneration, and for the Image of Chriſt in each other, or for 
our agreement with each other in this or that form, or opinion? 

Do wee firſt ſearch for the Kingdom of Chriſt within us, before wee 
ſeek one without us? Or do wee liſten to them that ſay concerning 
the coming of Chriſt, Lo here, and lo there? 

Do wee not more contend for Saints having rule in the world, than 
over their own hearts? 

Are there not too many amongſt us that cry up the Spirit, with a 
neglect of Love, Joy, Peace, Meekneſe, Patience, Goodneſs, Tempe- 
rance, Long-ſuffering, Forbearance, Brotherly kindneſs, Charity, which 
are the fruits of the Spirit? 

How do wee carry our ſelvs, not onely to the Churches of God, and 
the Saints, but towards them that are without? 

Do not ſom of us affirm our ſelvs to bee the onely true Miniſtery, 
and true Churches of Chriſt, and onely to have the Ordinances in pu- 
rity, excluding our Brethren, though of equal gifts, and having as 
large a Seal of their Miniſtery, and defiring with as much fervor and 
zeal to enjoy the Ordinances in their utmoſt purity ?

England, Scotland, and Ireland, &c. taking into conſidera⸗ 
tion how much it might conduce to the glozp of God, and 
the Peace and welfare of the People in this whole 
Iſland, That after all thoſe late unhappy Wars and Differences, the 
People of Scotland ſhould bee united with the People of Er£1-nd, 
into one Commonwealth, and under one Government ; And finding 
that in December one thouſand ſir hundzed fifty and one the Parla- 
ment then ſitting did ſend Commiſſtoners into Scocland to invite the 
People of that Nation unto ſuch a happy Union, who p:occeded ſo 
far therein, that the Dhires and Burroughs of Scotland, by their 
Deputies convened at Dalkxeich, and again at Edenbureh, did accept 
of the ſaid Union, and aſſent thereunto. Foz the compleating and 
perfecting of which Union, Bee it Ozdained, and it is Oꝛdained by 
his Vighneſs the Lo:d Pꝛotecto: of the Commonweauh of England, 
Scotland, and lreland, and the Dominions thereto belonging, by

and Damages appertein. Which Arbitratozs are to meet at 
Gold- ſmich's-Hall here in London, the 27. of June next, old Style, 
oꝛ ſoner if it may ber; and ſhall the ſame day make ſolemn Dath 
beſo2c the Judges of the High Court of Admiraltie of England, 
that chey will pzoceed without reſpect oz relation had to either 
State, 02 anp particular Jntereſt whatſoever. And moz2eover, the 
fo:eſaid Ar bitratoꝛs ſhall from the firſt day of Auguſt next, unleſs 
they agre upon ſentence ſoner, be ſhut up in a Chamber by them- 
ſclvs, without Fire, Candle, „ 02 any other Refrelh- 
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ment, till ſuch time as they com to an Agreement concerning ths 
Matters referred to them: And the Sentence which thep ſhall a⸗ 
ward ſhall bee obligatozie to both Parties. And the States Cene- 
ral of the United Pꝛovinces do firni'y oblige themſelvs by theſe 
P:eſents, to execute and perfozm the lame; as alſo, to pay ſuch 
ſumme of Mone ys here at London, as the ſaid Arbitratozs ſhall 
adjudg to be paid, fo2 the uſe of the ſaid Owners, to ſuch Perſon 
oz Perſons as the Pzotecto2 ſhall nominate, within 25. dates after 
Adjudication made.

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An Ordinance for Relief of Creditors and Poor 
Priſoners. 


Hereas by the late Act of Parlament, Entituled, An 

Act for the Relief of Credicors and poor Priſoners, 

Henry Proby, Peter Elliſton, and others in the ſaid 

Act named, oz any thzee oz moze of them were thereby. 

as to all perſons that ſtood committed on the Fift of October, One 
thouſand fix bund2ed fiftp thꝛee, 02 which ſhould bee committed befo28 
the twentieth dap of the ſatd month of October, to the Upper-Bench 
Pzſſon, oz to the Pziſon of the Fleet, Gate-hout in Weſtminſter, 
Counter in Surrey, oz Pꝛiſon in White-Chappel, in any civil cauf, 
and not from thence lawfully diſcharged, made Judges to hear and 
determine the Cauſes of ſuch perſon's impziſonment, and of the 
eſcape of ſach Pꝛiſoners in a ſummary wap, and to do as by the 
ſaid Ad is further directed, The execution of which Ad, and of 
the Powers and Authozities given by the ſame , by Ozdinance of 
bis Dighneſs the Lozd P3zotectoz and his Coneil, foz weighty 
Cauſes, was ſuſpended until the one and thertteth of May: One 
thouſand ix bundzed fifty four. And fozaſmuch as ſundzy complaints 
babe been already made to his Highneſs the Lozd P3otectoz and 
his Counſel , and due conſideration had that the Lands, Meredita⸗ 
ments, Goods and Chattels of divers other perſons then the ſatd

Clement Ireton , and Robert Warcupp, Cſqs; oz any five oz moze 
of them, and no other pgrſon, ſhall be, and hereby are made 
Judges to hear and determine from the eight day of june inſtant, 
the cauſes of impziſonment of any ſuch Pꝛiſoners, counted as a- 
fo:cſatd to any the Pꝛiſons befoze mentioned, and to do and execute 
in perſuance of the ſaid Ac foz the relief of Creditoꝛs and pooꝛ Pꝛi⸗ 
ſoncrs, accozding to the erplanations and alterations thereof, made 
by this p:cſent D2dinance, and not otherwiſe : That is to ſap, that 
all the Eſtate Real oz Perſonal, of any ſuch Pꝛiſoner, oz other

of the ſaid Act foz relief of Creditoꝛs and poꝛ P2iſoners, and if any 
the ſaid Pꝛiſoners, o2 other perſons foꝛ whoſe debt any ſuch Pꝛilon⸗ 
er was umpꝛiſoned, have heretofoꝛe made any convepance oz ſettle- 
ment of any Lands, Teaements o2 Yereditaments, Gods, oz Chat- 
tles to any perſon oz perſons, with power of revocation in ſuch Pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner oꝛ Pꝛiſoners, oꝛ other ſuch perſon, which power of revoca- 
tion might have been by ſuch Pꝛiſoner 02 Pꝛiſoners, oz other per⸗ 
ſons, executed the ſaid fifch of October, one thouſand ſir hundꝛed fif- 
ty th:ee, 02 ſince, oꝛ may be executed befoꝛe the fifth of Otober, one

ſell and diſpoſe foꝛ Payment of ſuch Debts as are befoze mentioned, 
all ſuch Lands, Hereditaments, Gods, and Chattles ſo granted,

An Ordinance for Indempnity to the Engliſh Prote- 
ſtants of the Province of Munſter in Ireland. 

Hereas many Engliſh and Waittiſh Pꝛoteſtants in 

the Pꝛovince of Munſter in lreland upon the defeci- 

V on of the Loꝛds Ormond and Inchiquin were ſedu⸗ 
ced and dꝛawn by the power and policy of the ſaid 

1.0205 fo follow them in their treacherous revolt, whereof divers 
being ſenſible of their offence, and retaining ſtill a good affection to 
the intereſt of the Commonwealth of England, did give a real and 
eminent teſtimonp thereof in their voluntary rendition of the 
Towns of Cork, Youghal, Kinſale, Bondon , and divers Forts, 
Caſtles, and other Garriſons adjacent, and that at a time when 
the Army under the Command of his Vighne(s the Lozd Pzotecoz 
then Lozd Lieut, of Ireland, being at a great diſtance from them, 
and the winter ſeaſon rendꝛed the acceſs thereof unto them impꝛo⸗ 
bable ; By means of which revition divers places of great ſtrength

Is Yighneſs the Lozd Pzotenoz and the Counſel, having 
taken into conſideration, and being fullp ſatisfied, That over 
and above the ſeveral Sums of Thzce hundzed thouſand 
pounds, One hundzed and twenty thouſand pounds, Twentp 
thouſand pounds, and Two thouſand pounds, by ſeveral Acts and D3- 
dinances appointed to be bozrowed upon the ſecurities held fozth in ſe- 
beral As of Parlament, and Dzdinances of His Þtghneſs and the 
Counſel; as alſo the ſum of Sir thouſand eight hundzed ninety two 
pounds and five ſhillings, charged upon the Lands of Deans, Deans

Hereas by an Ozdinance of the Se venteenth of 
March laſt, Entituled, An Ordinance for continuing 
the Excize,it is next after the Rates therein ſpecified, 
generally declared and pꝛovided, I hat all other goods 

and Merchandizes (Except Bulloin, Corn, Victual, Arms, Ammuni- 
tion, Ordinance of Braſs or Iron, imported or to bee imported) not 
ſpec fied or therein rated, ſhould pay after the rate of Five pounds per 
Centum, according as the ſame are charged by the Book ofRates, tor 
the Cuſtoms to bee paid by the firſt Buyer one ſhilling; .. 

Bee it ©2dained, and it is hereby D#ained. and Declarev' by 
Vis Vighneſs, with the Advice and conſent of Vis Coanſel, That 
the ſaid clauſe bee Null and votd, and inftead thereof, Bee it hereby 
Ozwained and Declared, That all other Goovs and Percha 8 
mentioned in the Book of Rates for the Cuſto n 
Cozn, Uictual, Arms, Ammunition, D:dinance of Baſs oz Iron, 
and Wools of Sheep ————— — hee 
the laid Rates of Excize, befoze oz otherwiſe charge, ſhall hereaſter 
pap Excize, after the Kate of Five pounds per Cent. tu bee: paid by 
the firſt Buyer from the Perchant oꝛ Jmpozter, and the ſame is to 
bee collected accoingly.
